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Helensburgh, Gareloeh. Helensburgh stands near 
the entrance of the Gare Loch, almost opposite the 
Duke of Argyll’s Castle of Roseneath. It is a 
pleasant little watering-place, the terminus of two 
important railway lines, and has a Castle of its own 
—Ardencaple—formerly the residence of Chief 
MacAulay of that ilk. The first traffic steamer 
in the three kingdoms started plying between 
Helensburgh and Glasgow in 1812. 
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Helensburgh, Gareloch. Helensburgh stands near the 
entrance of the Gare Loch, almost opposite the Duke of 
Argyll’s Castle of Roseneath.
